growing sections of the state, is inclined 
to the opinion that there wilt be a very 
hort crop of the luscious fruit in Geor- 
gia this year. 

“All the information I have received.” 
he said, “‘indicates that the damage to 
the peach crop has been extensive and 
general, The second cold snap coming 
So close upon the first, and especially the 
extreme and continued cold winds have, 
I think, so injured the peaches that this 
year’s crop will be quite a short o®>. 
The young fruit has been chilled and in 
some instances frozen, and the peaches 
are falling off the trees in great num- 
bers. It is difficult as yet to get at any- 
thing like an accurate estimate of the 
extent of the damage, but there is no 
doubt that it will be great. The indica- 
tions now seem to be that we will not 
have over 25 or 40 per cent of an average 
crop of this fruit.’’

The new ordinance prohibits any sign 
from projecting more than 3 feet from 
the property line. All signs that project 
more than 12 inches and not more than 
36 inches shall run not more than 50 
feet and be securely fastened. Larger 
signs that do not project more than 12 
inches and made of incombustible ma- 
terial can be erected. All Signs that 
contain more than 75 feet and placed onf 
the top of buildings must be wire mesh. 


[No wooden sign shall be more than 2 


high or contain more than 75 feet 
when placed on the side of a building. 
Permits. must de secured for signs that 
more than 12 inches or coniain 
more than 10 feet. Electric signs already 
up for which permits have been is- 
sued wil] removed at fhis time, 
the new ordinance has a provision 
can be removed at any time 
by a resolution of the mayor and general 
council.

PUBLIC APPEAL IS MADE 


RS. FRANKK INMAN, with a 
group of young girls from the 


M North Avenue Presbyterian 


church, will give a bonnet sale at the 
residence of Mrs. Arnold Broyles, 155 
Juniper street, this morning beginning at 
10 o'clock. 

The object of this sale is to raise funds 
for the better equipment: of the warg for 
crippled children i[n the Presbyterian 
-hospital, and the occasion will afford 
those who must be alive to the worthi- 


ness of the object, the opportunity of 
contributing some little amount. The 
bonnets on sale are’for little children 
from one to six years of age. Each 
mother who buys one can fee] that while 
she gladdene thé heart of her own petted 
darling with a new gift, she will directly 
benefit another child, one who, ‘less for- 
tunate than hers, can only see God's 
sunshine from hospital windows, or know 
the pleasures of life from the narrow 
confines of a cripple’s chair. 

Nothing more directly appeals to the 
human heart than the maimed or crippled 
child. All the bouyancy and gladnesg of 
youth are shut out to him, and unless, 
through the scientific treatment of the 
hospital, he is cured and freed from a 
physical slavery, he is doomed to an un- 
developed life. 

The crippled adults who through dis- 
ease or by accident, had suffered such 
misfortune are a strain on human sympa- 
thy, but they have had the advantages 
of youth, the formg of locomotion and 
in many cases have acquired a knowledge 
which enableg them to be self-sustaining, 
and useful and thereby not objects of 
charity. 

But the little child who comes into the 
world afflicted, or who, through neglect 
or accident, is rendered physically in- 
competent hag nothing before him in 
life save the life of the drudge, the 
street beggar or the humillating position 


of a burden in some cases to an impov-- 


erished family. 2 

Medical science and. surgery, especially 
as related to the orthopedic department, 
have made wonderful progress, and cases 
which, until recently, might have seem- 
ed hopeless no longer come ‘under the 
head of incurable. 

(“‘omparatively slight operations and ac- 
companying treatment have given action 
to little bodies, apparently born to use- 
l4ssness, and case after case of lives 
saved can be cited by those who have 
come in contact with the work being 
done in the Presbyterian hospital. 

Lack of Equipment. 

The Presbyterian hospital has, since 

its foundation, afforded a place for the 


crippled chil- 


treatment. of indigent, 
and 


dren. The hospital is very poor. 


the equipment has been limited. Toes 
in charge have had to accomplish re- 


sults with primitive means. The 
amount of good that has been accom- 
plished can hardly be measured in 
dollars and ‘cents, and the suecess of 
the orthopedic department has _ ob- 
tained results comparable’ to any in 
the country anywhere. Yet the lack of 
equipment has entailéd a great deal 
of extra labor, and the primitive na- 
ture of the equipment has retarded 
progress tn many cases. The patients 
who have been treated here have not 
been confined to the city of Atlania. 
Often it happened that a child came 
from elsewhere in Georgia or South 
Carolina, sent lhere by neighbors or 
friends who raised a few dollars to 
get him here. Sometimes it requires 
months to help these little fellows, and 
once they are here, humanitarian feel- 
ing has forced their continued care. 
It costs over a dollar a day to sup- 
port a child in the hospital; fifty or 
sixty of these children treated a year 
amounts to a considerable sum. There 
are plenty of places for typhoid fever, 
pneumonia and other medical diseases 
to be treated and cared for in 
city, but there is no adequately equip- 
ped place for these poor, little, un- 
fortunate children. It is self-evident 
that there can be no worthier charity 
in our city than that which devotes 
itself to correcting the deformities and 
the diseases producing deforniities 
children, so that they may get along 
like other people and become: useful 
to themselves and to the community. 

For example, imagine a child with 
hip disease—the parents indigent—the 
mother the pack-horse of the family. 
Aside from the pain and suffering 
and deformity and the subsequent 


years. of disability if the child be not! 


relieved; just think of how the mother 
is hampered in her daily work, caring 
for the rest of the family! The little 
thing not only has a miserable life, 
but by its affliction adds to the labors 
of the already overworked mother! 
Everybody appreciates that there is 
always a great deal of charity to be 
done; and Atlanta is to a large extent 
systematizing this through the splen- 
did conduct of the Associated Char- 
ities, but nothing will do away with 
the “emergency case which will at all 
times exist and now comes to be 
this ward for crippled children.

Chicago, April !2.—Wheat prices on 

all the leading options advanced over 
one cent per bushel on the local ex-) 
change today, owing to sensational 
reports of damage to the growing | 
crop. At the close, the May delivery | 
was up !3-8c. “Corn was up 3-4e. 
Oats showed a net gain of !-2c. Pro- 
visions were a shade lower at /!2 1-2¢ 
higher. 

Everything in the way of trade gossip 
Was subordinated to the news from the 
southwest, where the “green bug” is 
said to be making rapid inroads into 
territory hitherto free from this crop 
pest. Wheat fields throughout the 
southern tier of counties in Kansas 
are said to be damaged extensively, 
and one expert now inspecting the 
crop in Oklahoma made the claim that 
only half a crop would be harvested 
in the northern section of that state. 
The weather bureau report, which pre- 
dicted fair weather in Kansas and 
Nebraska, was an additional strength- 
ening influence. Trading in the pit was 
extremely active all day. The market 
opened excited and at a sharp ad- 
vance. AS trading progressed, prices 
soared still higher, the liberal profit- 
taking seeming to have little effect on 
the upward movement. The close was 
strong, with prices near the highest 
point of the day. May wheat opened 
1-2 to 7-8c higher, at 781-8 to 78 |-2c, 
advanced to 79 1i-4c and closed at 79c. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 452,100 bushels. Exports for 
the week, as shown by Bradstreet’s, 
were equal to 1,800,000 bushels. Pri- 
mary receipts were 688,000 bushels, 
compared with a holiday a year ago. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago re- 
ported receipts of 556 cars, against 509 
cars last week and a holiday last year. 
Trading in corn was fairly active, but 
the unusual excitement in the wheat 
and oats pits curtailed operations con- 
Siderably. The market was strong all 
day, chiefly in sympathy with the ad- 
vances in wheat and oats. Small local 
receipts and a good demand for cash 
corn were additional bullish influences. 
May corn opened 1!-4@3-8o higher at 
47 1-4 to 47 1-2c, advanced to 47 3-4@ 
477-8c and closed at 47 5-8@47 3-4c. 
Local receipts were 216 cars, none of 
contract grade. 

Possibility of great loss to the crop 
in Oklahoma and Kansas caused an 
unusual active demand for oats. which 
Sent prices to a still higher level.
